A thief or thieves entered the law 
offices of J. Donald Swope and Rich­ 
ard A. Brown, Esqs., on the second 
floor of the Dickson building, oppo­ 
site the court house on Baltimore 
street.

The idea, tried in New York but 
in very few other states simply is 
this: 
A corporation is formed and sells 
“policies” to anyone who wants to 
buy. The policy entitles the owner 
to hospital treatm ent free. 
The average cost of a policy Is 
from $10 to $27 a year.

holding gives the individual up to 
two weeks 
free hospital 
care in 
th a t year. 
The plan has aroused a certain 
am ount of perplexity in th e state 
insurance departm ent.

The blaze broke out Friday 
from an undetermined cause about 
35 miles northwest of here and ap ­ 
proximately the same distance east 
of Yellowstone park, 
ft blackened 
1,000 to 2,000 acres of dense tim ber 
in the Absaroka mountains. 
“We don’t know whether there are 
more m en out there or not,” said^ 
John Sicker, forest superintendent 
who lead the battle against flame in 
which 500 CCC members, rangers 
and bureau of public roads employes 
participated. 
“If they are, it seems impossible 
they could be alive.” 
The supply of picric acid—used as 
an ointm ent for treating burns 
was 
exhausted quickly, and Laze I Ie Low­ 
ry, of a Cody western drug com­ 
pany, appealed to the Associated 
Press in Denver, 500 miles away, 
Sunday night to rush five pounds of 


the acid back in an airplane which 
carried pictures to the press associa­ 
tion. 
T he acid was quickly obtained foi 
Pilot Bill Munday. 
Forest Supervisor Sicker predict­ 
ed th a t “with a good break in tin 
w eather” the fire could be brough* 
under control today.
